To  the  R.  W.  Gmnd  Lodne  of  the  Province  of  British  Columhia: 

ViCToniA,  Fehruary  14th,  187H. 

OFFIOKHJS  and   llElMlEHENTA'nVF-S : 

To-day  wo  aro  calleil  upon  to  assemble  at  the  second  an- 
niial  communication  of  this  R.  AV.  Grand  liodge,  to  deliber- 
ate upon  and  tmnsaijt  such  business  as  the  interest  ol  the 
Onler  in  this  jurisdiction  may  require.  According  to  our 
laws,  it  is  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  my  official 
acts,  since  the  close  of  last  session  of  this  R.  W.  Gi^and 
Ijodge,  and  to  inform  you  f>f  the  s.tate  of  i\w  Order  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

But  let  us  ftr,«t  l)Ow  ourselves  with  gratitude  to  the 
Most  Higli,  that  He,  in  his  infinite  goodness  has  seen  fit  to 
spare  our  lives,  and  bestow  upon  our  Order  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion His  blessings,  by  granting  us  a  continuance  of  prosper- 
ity, which  has  rewarded  our  efforts  during  the  past  year. 

From  all  my  Demities  I  have  received  most  encouraging 
reports,  and  although  all  the  Lodges  have  been  drawn  upon 
lu'avily  for  the  rolief  of  sick  and  distressed  Brothers,  their 
tiiiancial  iwsitions  have  genei*ally  im]>roved,  and  their  num- 
b(»r  of  members  inei*eased,  as  will  Ixi  shown  to  you  by  the 
leport  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary. 

On  the  fifth  of  July  last,  accompanied  with  the  Grand 
Officei-s,  I  visited  Victoria  Ijodge,  No.  1,  also  on  the  seventh 
«>f  July,  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  on  the  tSth  of  July, 
Dominion  Lodge,  No.  4,  ain<l  installed  into  their  respective 
tliairs  the  officers  t'oa*  the  term  ensuing,  after  they  had  been 
t'avoralily  reported  to  me.  On  the  Kith  of  July,  I  visited 
\ew  Westminster  Ijcxlge,  No.  H,  in  New  Westminster  ;  and 
ou  the  17th  of  the  same  month,  IHack  Diamond  Lodge,  No.  5, 
in  Nanainio,  and  instated  on  botli  occar.i<ms  the  officers  elect 
in  public.  A  large  nnnil>er  of  the  Brothere  of  the  Lodges  of 
N'ictoria  were  )>resent,  and  undoubtedly  these  fraternal  visits 
liave  the  good  twulency  of  drawing  closer  the  ties  of  friend- 
sliip  betwtMMi  the  J^rotliei-s  of  this  Province. 

As  these  visits  had  been  made  a  day  of  festivity,  1  was 
nnable  to  ex(uni)lify  the  secret  work,  but  T  instructed  my 
Deputies  in  those  Districts  in  the  same.  On  the  third  of 
'lunuary,  I  again  visittMl  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  on  the 
tit'tli  of  the  same  month,  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  installed 
tlicir   oIVum'I's.       T    mIso     frri|uciitlv    visited    tlu'    Lodges    in 
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Victoria,  by  introducing  to  them  sojourning  Brethren,  after 
being  properly  examined,  and  at  all  these  occasions,  offi- 
cially or  otherwise,  I  was  received  by  the  Brethren  with 
the  utmost  courtesy,  iind  with  that  reganl  due  to  the  high 
o^ce  I  hold,  for  which  I  feel  deeply  inde])ted. 

In  March  last,  I  issued  to  the  Lodges  in  general  a  dis- 
pensation to  celebrate  ami  wear  regalia  on  the  26th  of  April, 
the  anniversary  day  of  the  introduction  of  our  Order  on  the 
continent  of  America,  also  on  Jnne  17tli,  to  New  Westminster 
Lodge,  No.  3,  authorizing  such  Lodge  to  hold  a  picnic  in  the 
name  of  the  Order,  and  Mopc.ir  in  regalia  ;  also  on  the  lUtli 
of  July,  to  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  to  have  an  excursion  to 
New  Westminster  and  Nanaimo,  with  the  privilege  of  a])pear- 


nig  111  regalia 


During  the  last  year,  no  new  Lodges  have  been  called  in 
existenc^e,  liut  there  seems  to  be  a  fair  prospect  to  have  sev- 
eral now  Ljdges  inaugurated  in  interior  towns  on  the  main- 
land, as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  Brothers  can 
be  found. 

Of  Brother  W.  J.  JefFree,  my  Deputy  for  District  No.  1, 
I  have  received  the  accompanving  report,  and  I  fully  concur 
with  his  decisions  ;  I  also  fay  before  you  the  reports  of 
Brother  Alex.  Ewen,  my  Deputy  for  District  No.  2,  and  of 
Brother  S.  D.  L9vi,  my  Deputy  for  District  No.  3,  for  your 
consideration.

Master  for  Distriet  No.  1,  that  on  May  7tli,  1875,  I  f^ranted  to  Columbia  IiO«l^c. 
No.  2,  a  dispensation  to  confer  degrees  on  n  brother  in  less  time  than  allowed 
by  law;  also  on  June  3rd,  1875,  July  lUth.  1875,  and  on  August  23rd.  1875.  [ 
granted  dispensations  to  Poniiniim  Lodge,  No.  4,  to  confer  degrees  in  less  tinu' 
than  allowed  by  law. 

On  June  11th,  1875,  I  received  u  connnunioation  from  Dominion  F.oilge, 
No.  4,  as  under:

"Dear  Sir  and  Buothkr — At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  this  Lodge  held 
the  10th  instant,  I  was  instructed  to  oonimunieate,  asking  the  following  qut  s- 
tions:  1st — Is  a  member  who  has  eomnntted  suicdde  entitled  to  be  buried  witli 
the  honors  of  the  Order?  2nd— Would  a  Lodge  in  such  a  case  l>e  obliged  td 
])ay  over  the  amount  allowed  bv  our  V)v-law.s  to  defray  expenses  of  such  fnn- 
.  ral  ?

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In  imswer  to  thfe  noove,  I  sent  the  following: 

To  the  N.G.V.G.  Ofl&cers  iind  Brothers  of  Dominion  Lodge,  No.  4: 

Gkntlemkn  and  Ubotukbs— I  beg  to  uckuuwledge  the  receipt  of  a  com- 
niunicatiou  from  your  Lodge,  dated  Jnno  llth,  1875.  in  which  was  contained 
the  following  questions : 

•'  1st — 1«  a  deoeased  member  who  has  committed  suicide,  entitled  to  be 
bnried  with  the  honors  of  the  Order  ?  " 

"2nd — Would  the  Lodge,  in  such  a  case,  be  obliged  to  pay  over  the  amount 
allowed  by  our  By-laws  to  defray  expenses  of  such  funeral  ?  " 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  will  state  that  a  member  who  has  com- 
mitted suii-ide,  is  not  entitled  to  be  buried  with  the  honors  of  the  Order;  but  if 
!i  member  has  citmiuitted  suicide  through  insanity,  (temporary  or  otherwise) 
he  is  entitled  to  be  buried  with  the  honors  of  the  Order. 

Second — A  Lodge  is  obliged  to  pay  funeral  expenses  if  any  demand  is  made 
for  the  same.     [See  Whitt^'s  Digest,  G.L.  N.f-;.,  section  184,  185  and  197.]

Dkab  hia  AND  Bbothbb — I  beg  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  my  office 
I  <,'rauted  a  dispensation  on  the  30th  December,  1875,  to  allow  a  Scarlet  Degree 
lueuiber  to  bo  elected  to  the  office  of  Vice  Grand,  all  qualitied  members  having 
deelined;  and  on  the  6th  January,  187G,  installed  the  officers  of  New  Westmin- 
ster Lodge,  No,  3,  into  their  respective  chaii-s, — having,  after  due  examination, 
found  them  worthy  to  fill  the  honorable  positions  to  which  they  had  lieen 
elected. 

New  Westminster  I^odge  has  a  more  favorable  prf.spect  now,  than  at  any 
former  period  of  her  history  ;  has  had  several  new  members  within  the  present 
term,  with  applications  still  on  hand,  and  prospects  of  more  ahead.  With 
united  good  fellowship,  we  may  expect  within  the  present  year  to  advance 
■  'Vfiitlv  in  this  District.

As  your  Deputy  of  this  District,  allow  ititt  to  make  the  following  report  for 
the  past  year: 

On  June  the  15th,  I  granted  dispensation  to  initiate  Brother  J.  Harvey 
(111  the  night  that  he  was  elected. 

In  July,  the  M  W.  Grand  Master  installed  the  Officers  himself,  and  has 
taken  the  returns  and  Grand  Lodge  fees. 

On  the  8th  of  January,  1870, 1  gi-anted  dispensation  to  elect  a  Scarlet  mem- 
lier  to  the  office  of  Noble  <frand,  as  all  other  <iualified  members  declined  to 
aopcpt  the  office. 
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On  tho  15th  of  January,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Black  Diamond  liodge. 
No.  3,  and  i.ave  sent  returns  and  Grand  Lodge  fees  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  niack  Diamond  Lodge  (the  only  one  in  this  District)  is  improving, 
but  the  Lodge  has  had  heavy  burdens  to  sustain  during  the  past  six  months, 
owing  to  sickness  amongst  the  members,  which  decreased  the  amount  in  the 
treasury  ;  but  now  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  liOtlge  is  prospering,  financially 
and  otherwise.

I  have  also  very  imich  to  deplore  tliftt  the  tnins  urtions  of 
the  last  session  of  tho.  Grand  Ijodge  of  the  United  States  have 
not  yet  l>eeu  received,  eithtn*  by  me  oi'  the  R..W..  Grand  Sec- 
rotary,  but  as  due  n-otice  of  this  uiuiccHwmtable  delay  has  bcon 
given,  T  trust  they  will  soon  n^aoh  us.

PREAMBLE. 

IVherens,  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  of  the  United  States  of    \  luerica,  possessing  original   and  exclu-   - 
sive  jurisdiction  —the  source  of  all  true   and  legitimate   authority  in  Odd  Fel- 
lowship in  the  Uuited  States  of  America— did,  by  its  warrant,  bearing  date  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  in  the  fifty-fifth  year  of  our  Order,  grant  author- 
ity to  certain   Past  Grands  of  the  Order,  resident  in  ''he  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  to  form  a  Grand  i  odge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
to  be  known  iind  hailed  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Lod^'e  uf  the   Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the   Province  of  British 
Columbia,  giving  and  granting  to  them  and  their  successors,  by  the  name, 
style  ivnd  title  aforesaid,  full  power  and  authority  to  grant  warrants  for  open-

Section  1.  This  R.  W.  Grnnd  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  "  The  Right  Worthy  Qruud  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, ' '  and  shall  be  composed  of

The  Grand  Lodge  has  jurisdiction  in  Odd  Fellowship  over  the 
territory  known  as  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  over  all  Subordinate 
Lodges  situated  within  the  said  Territory  or  Province  or  working  under  the 
authority  of  the  same,  and  is  the  Supreme  Tribunal  of  the  Ordrt"  in  its  juris- 
diction.

ARTICLE    II 


OF   THK   SESSIONS   AND   BUSINESS   OF   THE   ORAND   LODOK. 

Section  1 .  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  regular  Annual  Commuuications 
to  begin  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  in  each  year,  at  eleven  o'clock, 
A.M.,  and  shall  continue  to  meet  at  such  hours  as  may  he  agrei'd  upou,  from 
day  to  day,  (Sundays  excepted)  until  tho  close  of  the  session. 

Seo.  2.  The  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  transacted  hy  the  elec- 
tive officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  representatives  elected,  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided.  All  Past  Grands  in  good  standing,  who  have 
received  the  <iraud  Lodge  Degree,  may  be  present  at  the  session  ;  but  none 
except  officers  of,  and  representatives  to,  the  fJrand  liodge,  shall  have  thr 
right  to  vote,  or,  without  permission,  to  speak  on  any  subject  at  the  session. 

Sec.  3,  Every  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  in  this  Grand  Lodgi' 
to  one  representative  for  its  members  of  fifteen  or  under  ;  also  one  reproseii- 
tative  for  every  fifteen  members  over  and  above  said  first  numl)er  of  fifteen, 
and  one  for  every  fi'action  exceeding  ten  members  in  good  standing.  Repre- 
sentatives must  be  Past  Grands  in  good  st  inding,  and  shall  be  elected  by  thi- 
Lodge  at  any  regular  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous  to  each  Anniiul 
(Communication,  to  serve  one  year  from  the  beginning  of  s  lid  Annual  (voininn 
nication.  Vacancies  may  be  tilled  at  any  time  to  serve  the  reiitainder  of  tlio 
term.  ■ 

Sec.  4.  Each  elective  officer,  except  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  who  is  not 
also  a  representative,  and  each  representativn,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  voti'. 
The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  all  cases  of  a  tie.  [ii 
case  of  the  absence  of  any  representative,  the  represeutativcs  of  his  Loil^' 
present  may  cast  the  vote  of  the  absentee  In  the  election  of  (Jrand  Officiiv,.

ARTICLL     IV

DUTIES   OF   OFFICEB8 

Section  1.  The  Most  Worth  Grand  Master  shall  preside  at  all  sessions  of 
the  <frand  Lodge,  and  preserve  order  therein,  and  enforce  a  due  observance  of 
the  Constitution  or  By-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  Grand  Lodge, 

All  questions  of  order,  and  all  decisions  made  by  hira  on  any  point  grow- 
in"  out  of  the  Constitution  or  By-laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  subject  to 
appeal  from  his  decision  to  tho  Grand  Lodge;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  put 
the  question  on  all  such  appeals  to  the  (irand  Lodge. 

He  may  appoint  all  Grand  Officers  pro  lem  ,  and  all  committees  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  or  ordered  by  the  Grand  liOdge.  He 
shall  give  the  casting  vote  in  all  cases  where  the  votes  are  equally  divided,  ex- 
cept iu  cases  of  election  of  <  fficers.  When  any  demand  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  he  shall  order  the  Grand 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  same.     Ho  may  grant  dispensations  : 

1st.     To  confer  degrees  on  a  member  without  delay. 

2d.      To  allow  members  of  the  Order  to  appear  in  public  in  regalia. 

3d.      To  allow  Lodges  to  apply  to  other  Lodges  for  assistance. 

■ith.  To  allow  Lodges  to  admit  to  membership  persons  who  reside  near 
some  other  liOdge. 

5th.     To  authorize  the  installation  of  officers  in  public 

Gth.     To  give  entertainments  for  the  benefit  of  the  Order. 

7th,  To  authorize  the  balloting  for,  and  initiation  of  a  candidate  at  the 
time  his  proposition  is  presented  to  a  Lodge. 

8th.     To  allow  Subordinate  liodges  to  change  their  place  of  meeting. 

9th.     To  allow  a  brother  to  be  reinstated  after  expulsion. 

10th.  To  iust  tute  Lodges,  and  authorize  them  to  work  as  such  until  the 
next  session  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

11th.  To  empower  Subordinate  Lodges  to  elect  -Scai'let  Degree  members  to 
any  office  in  such  Lodge,  provided  all  qualified  brothers  refuse  to  serve. 

He  may,  in  person,  confer  the  Past  Official  Degrees.  He  shall  decide  all 
appeals  on  questions  of  law,  which  may  be  made  to  him  from  the  decisions  of 
his  deputies.  He  shall  receive  and  act  upon  all  complaints  which  maybe  made 
to  him  against  his  deputies  or  Lodges,  He  shall  give  such  instructions  from 
time  to  time  in  the  work  of  the  Oi'dor  to  the  Deputies,  or  to  the  Lodges,  as  may 
be  necessary.  When  officially  visiting  Subordinate  Lodges,  he  shall  be  re- 
ceived with  the  honors  of  the  Order.

Seu.  2.  The  Right  Worthy  Deputy  (Jraud  Master  shall  support  the  Grand 
Master  in  presiding,  and  iu  his  absence  shall  fill  the  chair  for  him.  In  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
shall  become  (Jrand  Master  for  the  balance  of  the  term,  and  receive  the  honors 
of  a  full  term. 

Sec.  3.  The  Right  ^Vorthy  Grand  Warden  shall  assist  the  Grand  Master 
in  conducting  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Ho  shiiU,  under  the  Grand 
Master,  have  special  charge  of  the  door,  and  in  the  absence  of  tho  (xrand  Mas- 
ter and  Deputy  <Jrand  Master,  he  shall  preside. 

Seu  4.  Tho  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  shall  make  a  just  and  true 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  every  session,  and  transmit 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  tho  close  of  the  annual  session,  to  the  Subordinate 
Lodges,  each    two   copies   thereof  :  he   shall   keep  th»^   accounts    botwecn    tin 
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rand  Lodge  and  its  subordinates,  receive  all  moneys  coming  therefrom,  and 
ay  the  same  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  ;  he  shall  issue  all  necessary  notices 
jand  circulars  to  Subordinates,  representatives  and  officers  ;  he  shall  provide 
all  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  superintend  such  printing 
as  the  Lodge  shall  dii-ect ;  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  herein 
provided  for,  or  that  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  he  shall  receive 
such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  upon  at  each  annual  session,  which  shall  be  paid 
quarterly  ;  he  shall,  previous  to  installation,  give  bonds  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
in  such  form  and  penalty  as  shall  be  approved  of,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of

Seo.  5.  The  Bight  Worthy  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge 
of  the  moneys  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  Grand 
Master,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lode;rt  ;  make  such  investment  of  the  funds 
as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct ;  keep  his  accounts  in  such  a  manner  as  will 
exhibit  the  resources  and  amount  of  recei^jts,  and  by  whom  paid,  the  purposes 
and  amotmt  ot  di -iburRomants,  and  to  whom  paid  ;  have  his  accouutfi  closed  up 
on  the  Saturday  preceding  the  second  Monday  in  February,  annually,  and  sub- 
mit them  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  transmit  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  an- 
nually, to  the  subordinates,  an  exhibit  of  his  accounts.  He  shall  attend  all 
regular  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodgo  ;  he  shall,  previous  to  installation,  give 
bonds  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  such  form  and  penalty  as  shall  be  app»  oved 
of,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.

On  the  written  application  of  five  or  more  brothers  of  the 
Order,  one  of  whom  has  attained  the  Scarlet  Degree,  prayiuu;  for  a  charter  to 
open  a  Lodge  where  there  is  no  Lodge  established,  or  on  the  application  of 
seven  or  more  brothers,  five  of  whom  shall  have  attained  :  he  Scarlet  Degree, 
for  a  chartor  to  open  a  Lodge  where  there  is  one  already  established,  the  Grand

result  of  the  election  of  officers,  aocompamed  by  whatever  amount  may  bo  dnc 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  At  each  Annual  Session,  every  Lodge  shall  report  in  addition,  n|i 
to  M>o  first  day  in  January,  a  full  return  of  momoers,  with  their  names  rankw 
according  to  the  degrees  they  have  taken,  and  a  statement  of  the  number  o(  | 
.  brothers  relieved,  widowed  families  relieved,  and  brothers  buried,  and  amount 
of  money  applied  to  each  of  these  purposes,  designating  the  amount  paid  fur 
the  ednciitinn  of  ornlmns.  '  •       ■ 
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Sec.  5.  The  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  may  be  changed  or 
amended  in  any  manner,  at  a  regular  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vole. 

ARTIC  LE   X 

OF  DEaBEK  LODGES. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  written  petition  of  five  or  more  Past  Grands,  and 
five  or  more  Scarlet  Degree  members  of  the  Order,  praying  for  a  warrant  to 
open  a  Degree  Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodge  may  grant  the  same  ;  and  such  Degree 
Lodge  shall  receive  its  charter,  and  the  necessary  lectures  tad  instructions  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  Subordinate  Lodges.

No  Degree  Lodge  shall  admit  or  retain  in  membership  any  per- 
son who  is  not  at  the  time  a  regular  contributing  member  of  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  unless  his  card  is  in  ihe  possession  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  its  officers,  as  an  applicant  for  a  charter.

OF  OFFENCES  OF  SUBORDINATE  OR  DEORRE  LCDOEB. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Subordinate  or  Degree  Lodge  shall  violate  the 
Constitutiou,  By-laws,  Rules,  or  Regulations  of  the  (iraud  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  th'.a  Grand  Lodge,  such  Lodge  shall  be  liable  to  a  trial  and  pun- 
ishment, as  herein  provided.

3.  \  11  the  effects  or  funds  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  any 
Siiliordiuate  or  Degree  Lodge,  under  tLe  last  section,  shall  be  kept  separate

ARTICLEXIII.

Kvcry  member  present  shall  vottt  on  any  (jnustion  before  the  Grand  I<odge, 
unlt'HH  he  is  personally  intiU'ested  in  the  result,  or  has  betiu  excused  by  the 
(ir.iul  liodge.  or  is  otherwise  incapacitated. 
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No  more  than  two  amendments  to  a  proposition  shall  be  entertained  at  I 
the  same  time — that  is,  an  amendment,  and  an  amendment  to  an  amendment— j 
and  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  latter. 

When  the  ayes  and  nays  are  ordered,  the  names  of  the  representatives  | 
shall  be  called  by  Lodges. 

Past  firands,  not  representatives,  have  no  right  to  vote  upon  any  question  j 
before  the  Grand  [-odge  ;  that  right  is  confined  to  those  whose  credentials  as 
Representatives  are  reported  correct  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

All  unimportant  questions  and  answers  reported  upon  by  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Order,  are  to  be  entered  on  the  Secret  Journal.  ' 

After  a  substitute  has  been  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  place  of  the  i 
report  of  a  committee,   further  action  on  the  report  would  be  out  of  order, 
without  first  reconsidering  the  vote  by  which  the  substitute  was  adopted. 

When  a  substitute  is  adopted  in  plaof  of  an  amendment,  it  is  not  necessary  | 
to  take  action  on  the  amendment. 

All  resolutions  laid  on  the  table,  and  not  acted  upon   before  the  close  of  I 
the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  which  they  were  presented,  expire  with  the 
session,  and  would  have  to  be  renewed  at  any  subsequent  session,  before  uuvf 
action  could  be  had  thereon. 
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PREAMBLE. 

For  the  purpose  of  eflfectiug  uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the  privi- 
leges, honors  and  benefits  of  Odd  Fellowship  within  this  jurisdiction,  the 
Grand  Lodok  of  the  Independent  Oudeb  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Pbov- 
iNCE  op  Bbitish  CoLtTMBiA  ordains  the  following  Constitution  of  Subordinate 
Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  : 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  Lodge  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  members,  including 
one  qualified  to  preside  iit  its  meetings,  to  be  hailed  and  entitled  [Name  and 
number  of  Lodge,]  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  holding  a 
legal  and  unreclaimed  charter,  granted  or  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 
It  cfinuot  voluntalily  surrender  its  charter,  or  dissolve,  so  long  as  five  brothers 
in  tijooil  standing  object  thereto.

Section  1.  All  candidates  for  initiation  must  be  free  white  males,  of  the 
ttge  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  of  sound  health,  of  good  moral  character 
and  industrioiis  habits,  having  some  respectable  known  means  of  support,  and 
believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  oi  the 
Universe,  and  be  proposed  in  the  liOdge  nearest  his  residence,  except  that 
Lodge  grant  permission  for  his  joining  another  Lodge  ;  Provided,  that  appli- 
cation for  membership  may  be  made  to  any  Lodge  nearest  the  residence  of  the 
applicant,  in  the  same  county  or  district.  A  person  may  be  admitted  to  any 
Lodge  in  the  city  or  village  in  which  he  resides  ;  but  all  candidates  for  initia- 
tion must  reside  in  this  jurisdiction,  except  such  candidates  as  may  apply  from 
other  States  or  Territories,  whore  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge  or  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  located. 

Seo.  2.  All  candidates  for  membership  by  deposit  of  card,  or  certifloatea 
of  dismissal,  or  as  Ancient  Odd  Fellows,  whose  cards  or  certificates  of  dismis- 
Hal  have  been  granted  more  than  twelve  months,  shall  deposit  their  cards  or 
c'tTtiflcates  with  their  proposition,  or  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  such 
card  or  certificate  has  been  lost. 

Sec.  3.  No  suspended  or  expelled  member  of  the  Order  c  an  be  admitted 
to  uieud)erBhip  in  this  Lodge,  except  on  a  dismissal  certificate,  or  on  being 
reiuHtated,  and  receiving  a  withdrawal  card  from  the  Lodge  which  suspended 
or  expelled  him,  or  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Skc.  4.  A  non-afflliated  Odd  Fellow  who  has  been  regular!''  initiated  in 
the  Order,  and  has  retained  membership  therein  for  at  least  t  consecutive 
Years,  and  who  at  the  time  of  making  application  for  r  ^statement  or  mem- 
ocrHhip  shall  be  over  fifty  years  of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this 
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Lodge,  as  a  non-beneficial  member,  upon  such  terms  as  the  By-laws  may  pre- 
scribe, by  presenting  a  petition  as  required  under  Section  1,  Article  III,  for 
proposals  for  membership  by  initiation,  which  shall  be  disposed  of  according 
to  said  section. 

Sec.  5.  When  an  application  for  membership  is  receired  from  a  person 
residing  nearer  to  another  Lodge  than  to  the  one  to  which  the  application  is 
made,  the  Lodge  receiving  such  application  shall  communicate  the  fact  to  the 
Lodge  nearest  the  residence  of  such  applicant,  and  shall  enquire  whether  such 
person  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  b;i  admitted  into  our  Order,  and  if  in  the 
same  county  or  district,  shall  also  ask  the  consent  of  such  Ijodge  to  receive 
and  act  upon  such  application  ;  and  it  shall  take  no  further  action  upon  such 
application  until  an  answer  is  received  to  such  communication .  The  Ivodgo 
receiving  suoh  communication  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  thi'ee  to  investigate 
the  character,  standing,  and  health  of  the  petitioner,  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
the  application  were  made  directly  to  such  Lodge.  Such  committee  shall 
report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the 
report,  together  with  a  certifio.l  copy  of  the  minutes  showing  the  action  of  the 
l-odge  upon  the  ri>quest  for  consent  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  application  (if 
such  consent  was  necessary)  shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  Lodge  in 
which  such  application  is  filed,  and  said  last-named  Lodge  may  then  proceed 
upon  such  application  as  in  other  caties,  except  that,  if  it  be  a  case  where  the 
consent  of  thi  other  Lodge  is  necessary,  and  that  consent  be  refused,  the  pc^ti- 
tioner's  money  i^ii  any  has  been  pai !)  shall  be  returned,  and  no  further  action 
shall  be  had  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  PROPOSITIONS  FOB  MKMBKRSHIP. 

Section  1.  The  name  of  a  person  offered  for  membership,  with  his  ag". 
residence,  and  occupation,  must  l^e  proposed  by  a  member  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  applicant,  with  the  names  of  two  persons  as  references  attached,  and 
entered  upon  the  record;  and  forthwith  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers for  investigation,  who  shall  report  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting,' 
(unless  extraordinary  circumstances  prevent,)  when  the  candidate  may  he 
balloted  for  with  ball  ballots,  and  if  any  or  1.  ;■;  thm  three  blackballs  slmll 
appear,  then  the  balloting  sliall  be  deferred  until  the  next  regular  m(>etiu,i,'. 
During  the  week  the  member  casting  the  l)lack  ball  inay  (and  it  is  his  duty  to) 
inform  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  cans;'  or  ground  thiu-eof,  and  the  Noble  Grand 
shall,  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  state  thr  reason,  if  any  is  given,  to  thi' 
Lodge,  witbout  exposing  the  name  of  the  broth>:;  and  if  the  brothfi'  casting 
the  black  ball  shall  not  have  inf.)i;n.'d  tliM  Nobl  >  >fraud  of  the  reascm  why  bo 
cast  such  ball,  the  Noble  (irand  .shall,  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  il'  uo  other 
objection  be  made,  declare  the  applicant  duly  elected  ;  but  if  such  reasons  an 
disclosed,  or  other  objections  be  made,  privately  or  otherwise,  then  the  ballot 
shall  again  be  held,  and  if  no  more  than  two  black  balls  appear,  the  candidatL 
shall  be  declared  elected  :  but  if  three  or  more  appear,  he  shall  be  deemed 
rejected. 

Sec.  2.  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavorable  ballot  can  be  had,  unless 
all  the  brothers  who  may  cast  black  balls  against  an  applicant  for  membership, 
voluntarily  make  a  motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot;  and  in  such  case 
the  vote  on  the  reconsideration  shall  l)e  taken  by  ball  ballots,  and  if  the  bulls 
cast  I  e  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had  ;  whereupon  the  ajipli- 
cation  shall  lie  over  till  the  succeeding  meeting,  when  another  ballot  shall  lu' 
had  with  ball  ballots,  and  if  the  same  be  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  applioaut, 
he  shall  thereby  be  elected  ;  but  if  one  or  more  black  balls  appear  in  either 
ballot,  the  applicant  shall  be  rejected  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  reconsideration 
be  had,  except  upon  the  voluntary  motion  of  all  those  who  cast  the  black  bails; 
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and  never  more  than  one  motion  for  a  reconsideration  in  the  same  case  shall 
be  allowed.  A  favorable  balloting  can  be  reconsidered  at  any  meeting  prior  to 
the  admission  of  the  candidate  ;  Provided,  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
agree  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  candidate  for  iuitiatiou  has  been  rejected,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  sent  without  delay  to  the  R.  VV .  (irand  Secretary,  and  to  all  the  Lodges 
iu  the  county  and  district,  and  he  cannot  be  proposed  again  in  any  Lodge  for 
the  space  of  one  year  after  such  rejection  All  other  applications  for  member- 
ship may  be  renewed  at  any  time. 

Sec.  4  No  proposition  can  be  withdrawn  after  being  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee, unless  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meetin}?.  and  before  the  report  of  the  committee  has  been  read  to  the  Lodge. 

Skc.  5.  If  uuy  person  shall  gain  admittance  to  any  Lodge  upon  a  petition 
containing  anj'  false  representations,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF   PEES,    DUES   AND   BENEFITS. 

Section  1.  The  fees  and  duos  of  this  Lodge  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen 
dollars  for  initiation,  five  dollars  for  admission  by  card,  ten  dollars  for  an 
Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  five  dollars  for  each  degree  to  the  Lodge  Fund,  and  such 
amount  of  dues  to  the  Lodge  Fund  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  By-laws  ;  in 
addition  to  which,  the  Lodge  may,  by  its  By-laws,  provide  for  a  Widows', 
Orphans'  and  education  fund,  and  nurse  and  funeral  tax,  and  for  extraordinary 
assessments  for  Lodge  purposes. 

Skc.  2.  Every  member,  qualified  as  required  by  the  By-laws,  shall,  in  case 
of  being  disabled  by  sickness  or  bodily  accident  from  following  his  usual  occu- 
pation, or  otherwise  earning  a  livelihood,  be  entitled  to,  and  may  receive,  such 
weekly  benefits  as  may  be  fixed  by  law,  from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  member,  qualified  as  in  the  last  section, 
there  shall  be  allowed  from  the  Lodge  not  less  than  thirty  dollars  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  burial,  to  be  paid  by  the  N.G.,  on  account  of  the  funeral.  In 
the  absenro  of  competent  relations,  the  N.  G.  shall  take  charge  of  the  funeral, 
and  render  an  account  of  th    disbursements. 

Skc.  4.  The  funeral  expenses  and  sick  benefits  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
By-liiws  of  the  Lodge,  and  all  orders  drawn  for  the  above   shall  be  by  vote  of 

the  Lodge.

Notice  of  all  ^  pensions,  expulsions,  rejections,  and  reinstate- 
mtmts,  and  of  brothers  who  i^ave  ceased  to  be  members  in  accordance  with 
Section  1,  of  this  Article,  shall  forthwith  be  forwarded  to  every  Lodge  in  the 
District,  and  to  the  Subordinate  Encampment  of  which  the  Lodge  shall  have 
been  notified  of  such  brother  having  become  a  member  ;  and  also  to  the  B.  W. 
Grand  Secretary,  who  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  forward  the  same  to 
all  the  Lodges  in  the  Province,  and  also  to  the  B.  W.  Grand  Scribe  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  or  Oregon. 

Sec.  9.  An  expelled  member  can  be  reinstated  only  after  a  proposition, 
reference,  and  election  by  ballot,  as  in  the  caso  of  a  newly  proposed  member. 
A  brother  suspended  for  any  cause,  may  be  reinstated  on  the  removal  of  the 
cause,  or  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  suspended,  without 
action  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  N.  G.  shall  declare  in  open  Lodge  his  being  rein- 
stated. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  intending  to  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Lodge, 
either  in  a  decision  of  law,  or  where  charges  have  been  preferred,  shall  file 
with  the  Secretary  a  notice  of  his  appeal,  and  the  grounds  thereof ;  upon 
which  the  Secretary  shall  forthwith  send  the  notice,  or  a  true  copy  of  the 
s  lie,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  all  charges,  reports,  evidence  and  pro- 
ceediugs  of  the  .iodge,  relating  to  the  case,  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.

number  of  certificates  for  degrees  granted  ;  the  whole  number  in  membership, 
and  the  amount  of  receipts,  accompanied  by  whatever  amount  may  be  due  to 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  officers  for  the  term  expiring  on  the 
first  meeting  in  ''anuary.  shall  annually  make  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  full  return 
of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  (except  such  as  are  more  than  one  year  in  arrears 
or  have  been  expelled)  ranked  according  to  the  degrees  attaiu^Hi  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  members  relieved  in  the  past  year  ;  th«:!  nuuiV)er  of 
widowed  families  relieved  ;  the  number  of  members  buried  ;  the  number  of 
sisters  bu.ied  :  the  amount  of  raouiv  applit-d  to  each  of  these  purposes ;  desig- 
nating the  amount  paid  for  the  education  of  orphans,  the  amount  of  money  in 
the  Treasury,  amount  of  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund,  and  amount  of  invi  st- 
ments. 

Skc.  4.  Should  this  Lodge  fail  to  make  any  of  its  returns,  as  required  by 
the  two  preceding  sections,  for  one  year,  it  shall  thereby  forfeit  its  eharter  and 
become  extinct ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  G.  M.,  or  D.  I).  G.  M.  td 
withhold  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  nnd  semi-annual  P.  VV.,  until  such  returns  are  made, 
and  the  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge  paid.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  (tf  the 
last  installed  officers  to  transmit  or  surrender  to  the  Grand  Master  or  IiIn 
Deputy,  the  charter,  books,  papers,  furniture  and  funds  of  the  Lodge.

Section.  1.  Withdrawal  Cards  may  be  granted  to  membej-s  who  are  clenr 
of  the  books,  according  to  law,  by  a  majority  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  members 
pres'^nt  when  application  is  made.
